LONDON ‘UPI) — Weathermen 
today reported the first sign of a 
break in the month-long spell of 
bitter cold, accompanied by rag­ 
ing storms, which caused dozens 
of deaths all over Europe. 
Scandinavia and Belgium re­ 
ported temperatures above freez­ 
ing. and the forecast for Britain 
said a thaw would soon ease the 
strain of one of the nation’s 
worst winters in nearly 300 years 
Weather elsewhere in Europe 
appeared to be moderating after 
a day in which southern Spain 
was lashed by a 111-mile-an-hour 
hurricane. Tunisia had its first 
snowfall in six years and 330 Ital­ 
ians villages were isolated by 
snow. 
Eight deaths due to die cold 
were reported, four in France 
and four in Yugoslavia, where 
temperatures fell to SS below 
zero. 
Floods accompanying the Span­ 
ish hurricane drove about 3,006 
persons from their homes. The 
howling winds sank a number of 
fishing boats, but no deaths wore 
reported.

Senators reported after a 
secret intelligence briefing 
today that Russia has built 
an enormously powerful 
military and political com­ 
plex 
in 
Fidel 
Castro’s 
Cuba. 


But they emerged from a two- 
hour meeting with Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk and Central In­ 
telligence Agency Director John 
A. McCone with differing views 
on whether the Russian build - up 
has expanded significantly in re­ 
cent days. 
Sen. George D. Aiken, R - Vt., 
said on emerging from the session 
that the Russians have built “an 
enormously powerful military and 
political base in Cuba — much 
stronger than it was six months 
ago." 


Ile said it is his impression that 
the “strengthening" of the Rus­ 
sian politico - military “Machine" 
is continuing. 
Sen. Stuart Symington, D - Mo., 
who spoke separately with news­ 
men, said “there is a big Soviet 
military complex in Cuba today*’ 
built up over the last six months. 
Symington, who said his infor­ 
mation was not based solely on 
the briefing, said he is concerned 
about increasing numbers of Rus­ 
sians in Cuba who are “members 
of what might be called the Rus­ 
sian air complex." 


Sen. Wayne Morse, D - Ore., 
chairman of the Senate foreign 
relations subcommittee on 
Affairs, declined comment on the 
buildup itself. He told newsmen 
only that his subcommittee held a 
"top-secret briefing" and will fol­ 
low-up on the matter in subse­ 
quent hearings. 
Both Rusk and McCone had 
t>een called for questioning on 
President Kennedy’s news confer- 
ence statement Thursday that dai­ 
ly surveillance of Cuba had dis­ 
closed “no influx" of offensive 
Russian weapons. 
Kennedy said that one Soviet 
ship might have brought arms to 
Cuba. But he said there was no 
evidence it carried weapons that 
might pose a threat to the United 
States. 


Rusk's appearance was sched­ 
uled as a second Senate subcom­ 
mittee evidenced an interest in the 
reported Soviet build-up. Chairman 
John C. Stennis, D-Miss., said the 
staff of the Senate preparedness 
subcommittee would look into tne 
reports.

Living Costs 
Dip Sharply 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
cost of living registered its sharp­ 
est monthly dip in four years 
in December, mainly because of 
lower food prices. But cold weath­ 
er is expected to send food costs 
up again this month 
This was reported today by 
Robert J. Myers, deputy com 
missioner of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. He said the December 
drop of two-tenths of I per cent 
was the greatest monthly decline 
since 1958 in the department s 
consumer price index. 
Myers said the December de­ 
cline was twice as sharp as the 
usual drop for the month. This 
trimmed the price index to 105.8 
per cent (rf the 1957-58 average 
both for December and for the 
year as a whole. 
The commissioner said the hard 
freezes, particularly in the South 
and the Southwest, were expected 
to cause a “substantial jump" in 
food prices during January. 
He indicated this meant the 
overall cost of living probably 
would rise about two-tenths of 
per cent, or back to the Novem­ 
ber level of 106 per cent. 
Food prices fell six-tenths of I 
per cent in December. This was 
due largely to substantial reduc 
tions in prices (rf fresh fruits 
poultry and pork before effects of 
harsh freezes were felt. 
The overall price index last 
month was three-tenths (rf I per 
cent below the all - time high 
reached last September. The food 
price section, at 103.5. was 1.2 
per cent below the September 
peak but 1.5 per cent higher than 
in December, 1961.

Dr. William Meyer, head of the

headaches: an understaffed de­ 
partment and lack of communica­ 
tion. 
Regarding the first problem, Dr. 
Meyer said the department should 
be enlarged by two-thirds. The 
present staff numbers 68 persons. 


“The county is growing at a 
rapid pace, and we have to keep 
abreast,” Dr. Meyer said solemn­ 
ly. “CHir basic problem is getting 
the funds. The county govern­ 
ment has been generous, but it’s 
just impossible to keep up with 
our needs.”
